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HOW SANTIAGO’S WATER SUPPLY HAS BEEN CUT OFF. 
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“If the Americans have cut the water- 
line of Santiago, as reported in yesterday’s 
dispatches, the city will certainly quickly be 
in dire distress. It is possible that water 
could be carried from the rivers that skirt 
it on the east, but they run through the flat 
lands lying between the Sevilla and Santi- 
ago ridges, where the country is fairly well 
wooded and affords protection to sharp- 
shooters, and it is a question whether the 
ordinary field battery would not command 


on Sevilla ridge. 

To the north of Santiago on the edge of 
the city, where the land is flat, it is possible 
that shallow wells could be rapidly put 
down, but whether anything but brackish 
water would be obtained it is difficult to say. 
But these flats, where they might attempt 
to sink welle, are within rifleshot from cover 
at the edge of the foothille where American 
sharpshooters ¢ould easily be posted to keep. 
the Spaniards from digging. 

Even should the inhabitants of Santi- 
ago have the opportunity to carry water 
from where they could obtain it, it must be 
taken into consideration that the place has 
upwards of 45,000 inhabitants, which, in- 
creased by the garrison, might reach the 
number of 60,000. On account of the scarci- 
ty of provisions animals must be few, and 
to supply such a population as Santiago has 
with water by means of carriers would be 
utterly impossible. 

“The water supply of Santiago is a serious 
matter to its inhabitants under normal con- 
ditions, and at no time during the last dozen 
years has i been at all adequate for the 
wants of the people. The railroad running 
from Santiago north to San Luis passes out 
of the city over the mountains through the 
only practical gap there is and down the 
same valley runs a small stream which finds 
its way into the sea by the way of the San 
Juan River to the east of Santiago. 

“ Four miles from the city a dam was put 
across this stream, forming a little pond, 
varying in size according to the season, and 
from this pond the water was conveyed to 


these streams from the American position 


‘general. 


carried over on brick arches, which is about 
all there is of an aqueduct nature to the 
water line. 

“The river above the dam is a small 
stream, and in this country would be quite 
a moderate-sized creek. So the water sup- 
ply of Santiago varies according to the gea- 
son, as there is nothing in the nature of a 
storage suppiy. As the water is drawn di- 
rectly from the pond into the pipes, when 
there is rain there is nothing but muddy 
water, and when the stream is low, as it 
often is, becoming simply a mere rivulet, 
then the pressure is so slight that in the 
upper part of the city there is absolutely no 
water for days. The waterhead comes from 
the dam, that being something like 100 feet 


above the sea level. 


“So far as known rain water has never 
entered to any extent into the water supply 


‘of Santiago. Some few families may have 


cisterns, but as a rule they are not at all 
There are scattered over Santiago 
in the streets some cisterns belonging to the 
municipality which have been quarried out 
of the rock, the water of which is used in 


eases of fire. But if they have been kept up 


in the same manner as other belongings of 
the municipality they are probably in a bad 
state. The City of Santiago is built on coral 
foundations, and: as the greater portion of 
it is elevated, it is problematical how deep 
a well Would have to go.before water was 
reached; certainly down to the sea level, as 
there would be no springs in such a forma- 


‘tion, and it would be a question whether, 
“when water was reached, if reached 


it would not be éaline. 

A couple of years ago on the Plaza oppo- 
site the Governor’s Palace the government 
undertook to excavate a well, which wasa 
complete failure. They used a large quan- 
tity of explosives, and in a laborious manner 
got down some thirty or forty feet, but ob- 
tained no water and abandoned the project. 
Wells are the rarest of all things in Cuba. 
The writer in his extensive traveis over the 
Province of Santiago de Cuba never recol- 
jects of having seen more than one wel, and

Surgeons Appel, Pope, and Parker and a 
corps of juniors labored until 3 o’clock in the 
morning, cutting, sewing, and treating the 
wounds of the men who had been transferred 
to the Olivette. 

The dining-room had been transformed 
into an operating-room, and the tables and 
floors were covered with surgical instru- 
ments. The work of the surgeons was mag- 
niflcent. 

It was observed with curiosity that a ma- 
jority of the Mauser bullets failed to pass 
through the bodies of the wounded, giving 
rise to the erroneous impression respecting 
the penetration of high velocity bullets. 

An officer who was in the fight explained 
that a large force of Spaniards was located 
2,000 yards away on the top of a hill and 
fired continuously. Their bullets were spent 
in striking their victims. 

If this is true the Spaniards have improved 
remarkably in marksmanship. The Olivette 
has on board 128 cases, of which fifteen are 
typhoid, eight measles, and the rest 


‘wounded and ordinary ailments. Only one 


typhoid patient has died. His name is 
Domlinson. He neglected to report his sick- 
ness until it was too late to save his life. 
Only surgical cases will hereafter be re- 
ceived on the Olivette. Fever and other 
diseases will be attended to in a hospital on 
shore under the direction of Major La Gard. 
Electric lights on the Olivette have been of 
great assistance in the surgical work. 


CLIMATE HAS LITTLE EFFECT. 


General Shafter Wires the Health of 
His Troops Is Better than He 
Anticipated. 


Washington, D. C., June 28.—[{Special.]— 
In a private dispatch to Secretary Alger Gen- 
eral Shafter reports that everything in the 
field is in excellent condition, and that prep- 
arations for the big fight which will soon 
take place at Santiago are nearly completed, 
but he adds that the attack upon the Span- 
ish stronghold will not be made until every- 
thing is in readiness, which means that he 
will wait until he has mounted the sicge 
guns and placed the other artillery material. 

General Shafter reports only about 100 men 
are in the hospitals, and the troops are with- 
standing the tropical climate and poor san- 
itary conditions which exist in Cuba much 
better than was anticipated. 

Secretary Alger and Adjutant General Cor- 
bin were with the President until after mid- 
night discussing the situation in the 
Province of Santiago de Cuba, and when 
they left the Secretary was asked a direct 
question as to when the battle would prob- 
ably occur. He replied: 

„When General Shafter is ready, but 
when this will be I cannot tell.“ 

In referring to the health of the troops 
Secretary Alger said they were in much 
better health than he had expected, and it 
was remarkable that so many men unac- 
climated as they were should enjoy perfect

ARMY HOSPITAL ARRANGEMENT 


Trained Nurses and All Conveniences 
for Aiding the Wounded Are 


Provided at Juragua. 


Juragua, Cuba, June 27, via Kingston, Ja- 
maica, June 28.— Permanent hospital ar- 
rangements are to be provided at Juragua 
at once. The transport Iroquois, anchored 
off the shore, is provided with trained nurses 
and all conveniences. Tent hospitals Wo 
also be erected on a cliff overlooking the 
sea. 

There are a few cases of sickness among 
the troops, measles, heat prostrations, and 
dysentery chiefly. ‘Sporadic cases of yel- 
low fever are reported by the insurgents, 
but the disease is not epidemic. 

The troops are in good camps, on high 
ground overlooking the sea. The nights and 
mornings are cool and pleasant, but the mid- 
day sun is hard on the unacclimatized troops 
in the marches over the hills. The medical 
men say that if the campaign is short the 
troops will go through in good condition. 


SHAFTER CROWDS LINARES. 


Reports to Washington That His Ad- 
vance Posts Are Within Three 
Miles of the City. 


Washington, D. C., June 28.—[S8pecial. }— 
General Shafter is now the master of the 
situation, at least so far as confining the. 
enemy within close quarters in the imme- 
diate vicinity of Santiago is concerned. 

His forces occupy a strategic position with- 
in three miles of the beleaguered city, from 
which the American soldiers can observe 
their foes preparing the city for an attack. 

Shafter reported the arrival of the Yale 


in one of his reports, and said the contingent 
of reinforcements disembarked successfully 
and went into camp at Baiquiri. General 


Shafter’s private dispatches to General 
Miles Were more important in their charac- 
ter, since in them he outlined his plan of 
campaign and reported the successful land- 
ing of field and siege guns at Juragua, with 
the assistance of tugs and lighters which 
were sent to him from Tampa last week, 
over which General Miles expressed extreme 
satisfaction. 


Will Attack the Fortifications.  . 
The successful landing of the héavy ar- 
tillery will enable Shafter to proceed with 
his advance towards the channel. which is 
lined with fortifications, which must be 


presumed dynamite had been uged on the 
structure.

Shafter owes the 
success of his advance to the bravery of his 
men, and in a small degree to the cowardice 
of the Spanish soldiers which were left at 
Sevilla by Linares when he, retreated to 
Cocos Bay. * 
General Miles Is not wont to dispute the 
truthfulness of any report unless he is 
pretty sure of his ground, and hence he 
would not say he disbelieved the informa- 
tion about Linares’ plan of dynamiting the 
road. The soldiers will have to step care- 
fully, that's all,“ he said to THs TRIBUNE 
representative, and if they are careful 
there is not much danger.“ General Miles 
suggested a method of guarding against the 
execution of a plan such as is attributed to 
Linares. He said the best way to test and 
render ineffective Linares’ dynamite scheme 
would be to stampede a pack of mules over 
that portion of the road where the Spaniards 
planted the explosives, and the amount of 
kicking the animals would do would certain- 
ly result in their destruction, and that of 
the dynamite plot, after which the 
American soldiers could pass over the road 
in safety. If Shafter resorted to this method 
of testing the dynamite plot he would per- 
form a valued service to Blanco, who would 
in all probability, upon hearing of the de- 
struction of the mules, immediately tele- 
graph Madrid of the victory of Linares, 
since he considered the destruction of one 
poor, lonely jackass by Sampson's fleet in 
the bombardment of Matanzas worthy of

Niles Going to Santiago. 

General Miles has made all his preparations 
to go to Santiago and will probably leave 
for the South within a few days. The War 
department officials, especially those at- | 
tached to the headquarters of the army, pro- 
fess an ignorance as to the position General 
Miles will occupy and the relations he wil 
maintain toward General Shafter. It is as- 
sumed that he will not take personai and 
active command of troops in the fleld, but 
there is every reason to believe that his ar- 
rival at Santiago will relieve General Shaf- 
ter of a general responsibility of the cam- 
paign in that province. 

It has been General Miles’ great ambition 
since war was declared to take command of 
troops in the field. He was desirous of go- 
ing to Santiago with the first expedition, and 
when Puerto Rico was talked of he obtained 
the consent of the President and Secretary 


Alger to go with the expedition in that di- 


rection. Since them however, there have 
deen modifications of the origina! plans. It 
has appeared with each day's events a wise 
thing to postpone the Puerto Rico invasion 
until definite and positive victory could be 
obtained by our troops in Santiago. 


Watson’s Invasion of Spain. 
All official statements at the Navy de- 
partment indicate that there is to be no 
halting in the organization of Commodore 


Spain. It is still believed that the announce- 
ment of the organization of this squadron 
will have an excellent effect in Spain in 
hastening proposals for peace.

TEST OF RADDATZ 
SUBMARINE BOAT 
IS SATISFACTORY, 


In a Trial Under Water at [ilwau- 
kee a Speed of Eight Knots an 
Hour Is Attained and Machinery 
Works to Perfection. 


Milwaukee, Wis., June 28.—[Special.]— 
After lying at the dock for over two months, 
and having innumerable repairs made, the 
Raddatz submarine boat was taken out for 
a trial this afternoon and was given a suc- 
cessful test of an hour anda quarter under 
water. The test was made in the Kinnickin- 
nic River, and because of the narrowness of 
the stream the boat could not give a com- 
plete demonstration of its power. The test, 
however, was sufficient to prove that the 
boat can operate successfully under water. 

The boat was only submerged to a depth 
which did not quite obscure the two small 
conning towers. On the top of one of the 
towers is a camera arrangement. It shows 
the images of all bodies on the surface of 
the water, and would be of great service in 
locating a boat against which a torpedo 
might be fired. 

Inventor Raddatz claims that the top of 
the boat was hermetically sealed, and that 
his air manufacturing machinery worked to 
perfection. The boat moved through the 
water at the rate of eight knots an hour.

STOCK BREAKS RECORD. 


Rumor Current That$10,000,000 


Will Be Distributed. 


HINT OF A COMBINATION. 


Pullman’s Palace Car company stock- 
holders are confident that a ‘‘ melon,” in 


the shape of a $10,000,000 extra cash divi- 
dend, is almost ready to be cut for them, 
or else that a big deal is under way whereby 


the Pullman and Wagner companies are to 
become consolidated. That something im- 


portant is on foot in the Pullman directory 


is not doubted by those who yesterday 
watched Pullman stock climb to 2004%—its 


highest price on record. The advance since 


eb. 1 has now amounted to 40 points. 
Directors of the company refuse to reveal 
what is up. Nevertheless, local brokers re- 


port that several of the directors have been 


heavy buyers on the advance. To a friend 


one of them remarked when questioned 
about therise: 


The stock will go still higher.“ 
The best opinion of those close to the Pull- 


man company is that the large surplus of 
$27,502,058 is to be partially distributed. One 
plan, it is said, is to distribute $10,000,000 in 
cash. The other contemplates the formation 
of a new company to acquire certain proper- 


ty now owned by the Pullman company and 


which would be given stocks and bonds suf- 


ficient to enable it to pay dividends at the 
start. Either plan would involve a probable 
distribution of $10,000,000. 
Long Litigation Is Ended. 
It has been predicted by insiders in Pull- 


man that if the company was finally suc- 


cessful in its suit against the Central Trans- 
portation stockholders there would be a dis- 


tribution of a part of the surplua The re- 
cent decision of the United States Supreme 
Court upholding the contention of the Pull- 


man company on the main points, and giving 
the Central Transportation stockholders 
only a moderate award amounting to $1,300,- 


000, ended the litigation, and left the com- 


pany free to make such distribution to 


stockholders as it deemed wise. 


The surplus of the Pullman company is 
now about the largest carried by any cor- 
poration in the United States. Itis steadily 
increasing. The balance sheet for a series 
of years has made the following remarkable 
exhibit: Surplus, 1897, $27,502,058; 1896, 
$26,019,838; 1895, $26,702,058; 1894, $26,042,- 


600. The dividend rate of the company is 8 


per cent. Rather than increase this rate it 


is understood that the directors prefer the 


plan of making an extra dividend 
The talk of a consolidation between the 


Pullman and the Wagner companies origi- 


mated in a coincidental rise in the stocks of 
the two corporations during February. Since 

arch 15, however, Pullman stock has con- 
tinued its advance, while Wagner stock has 
gone lower. 


Consolidation Story Doubted.

consolidate. 


In some respects a consolidation would’ 


prove desirable and practicable, it is said. 
The most plausible plan for a combination 
might be in the consolidation of the Wagner 
company with an offshoot of the Pullman 
company, such as may come into existence 
through the distribution of a part of the sur- 
plus.

Situation Regarding His Chances of 
being Elected Superinten@ant te Be 
Liscussed at the Grand Pacific 
Premise of Acceptance, if Chosen, 
Is Looked for—Last Meeting of O14 
Board of Education Will Take Place 
Tonight. 


President E. B. Andrews of Brown Uni- 
versity will meet Dr. William R. Harper, 
President of the University of Chicago, and 
other members of the Board of Education 
friendly to him for the positien of Superin- 
tendent of the Public Schools at a confer- 
ence at the Grand Pacific Hotel this after- 
noom President Andrews will be in the city 
on his way from Keene, N. H., where he ad- 
dressed the graduating class of the high 
school on Monday night, to Omaha, where 
he is to read an educational er.

SEVERE EARTHQUAKE 


CAUSES LOSS OF LIFE 
IN ITALIAN TOWNS. 


Two Shocks Lasting Nine Secends 
Felt at Many Points — Houses 
Collapse and [any People Are 
Killed and Injured. | 


Rome, June 28.—Two sharp earthquake 
shocks were felt this morning at Rieti, forty 
two miles from here. The worst one was at 
le. m. It lasted nine seconds and a number 
of buildings were damaged. The Carbineer 
barracks were rendered uninhabitable end 
the whole population was panic stricken. 
At Castel Franco the earthquake shock in- 
jured a number of people and killed one 
child, 

The shock was also felt around Aquila, 
capital of the province of that name, eight- 
een miles northeast of this city, and along 
the Antrodoco Valley. A number of houses 
collapsed, one person was killed, and a 
dozen were injured. Five peasants were 
killed and seven others were injured at 
Santa Rufina, near Aquila.

CAFFERY AGAINST HAWAIIANS. 


He Defends Cleveland’s Course and 
Criticises the Actions of Min- 
ister Stevens. 


Washington, D. C., June 28.—Almost the 
entire session of the Senate today was occu- 
pied by Mr. Caffery [Dem., La.] in a continu- 
ation of his speech against the annexation 
of Hawali. At 4 o’clock he had not con- 
cluded, but yielded the floor in order that 
2 deficiency bill might be consid- 
ered. 

The bill was read and the committee 
amendments, so far as they have been of- 
fered, were agreed to. Consideration of the 
bill will be resumed tomorrow morning. 

Shortly after 1 o’clock, while Mr. Caffery 
was expounding a legal proposition bearing 
upon the question in discussion, Mr. Jones 
[Ark J. who was temporarily in the chair, 
said: The Senator from ulsiana will 
suspend. It is manifest to the chair that a 
quorum of the Senate is not present. The 
chair therefore directs that there be a call of 
the Senate. The clerk will call the roll.“ 

This unusual direction from the chair cre- 
ated some surprise among Senators in the 
chamber. 

While discussing what he deemed the 
wrong done to the constituted authority dur- 
ing the Hawalian rebellion of 1893, Mr. Cat- 
ferty declared that it was a bitter and ran- 
corous spirit which directed the attack made 
upon President Cleveland for the bold, 
patriotic, and righteous stand taken by Mr. 
Cleveland in attempting to right the 
done by Minister Stevens and the band — 
Hawaiian revolutionists. Concerning the 
formation of the de factor government of 
Hawali, Mr. Caffery declared there was 
never anything like it in the history of na- 
tions. The Hawallan government had under 
its authority several islands, some of them 
fifty miles apart. It was impossible for 
Minister Stevens to know that the revolu- 
tion had been successful. International law 
requires that a de facto government shall be 
strong enough to maintain itself with the 
consent of the people, but within ten hours 
after the revolutionary rument had been 
created it demanded protection of the 
United States. 

The ultimate purpose of the revolution- 
ists from the „ said Mr. Caffery, “ was 
annexation to the United States.” He said 
all the conspirators were sugar men, and the 


tariff law then in operation in the United 


States was inimical to their interests.

It is not that they object to Dewey, 
the old residents say, but Bissell street was 
named after the first Republican Governor 
of Illinols forty years ago, and they think 
the name ought to be kept. It is likely a 
petition against the change will be presented 
to the Mayor, who declined to say whether 
he would or would not approve the resolu- 


tion. 

Most of the property-owners and older res- 
idents, some of whom signed the petition 
for the change, say they had no idea the 
project ever would amount to anything. 

ey say they are particularly aggravated 
use there is a Dewey place in Lake View 
already, not far from Bissell street. The 


southwest end of the city have just had their 
street renamed West Ninetieth place. 

According to the people who object to the 
change, it was first thought of by ex-Alder- 
man Daniel O’Brien, who only recently has 
moved into the Twentieth Ward. After con- 
ceiving the idea O’Brien turned it over to 
John Walsh, they say, who circulated the 
petition. 

Bissell street is largely built up with small 
flats, and the property-owners say it was 
the residents of the flats who were most 
anxious for the change. As these persons 
are a changing population the permanent 


residents do not think they ought to be al- 


lowed to interfere. They do not deny, how- 
ever, that some of the largest property- 
owners have signed Walsh's petition, 
though they claim it was not supposed orig- 
inally to be meant seriously. 

Bissell street was named about the same 
time as Fremont and Dayton streets, near 
by. The latter were given the names of the. 
candidates for President and Vide President. 
Dewey place, in Lake View, received its 


christening considerably later. : 

Alderman Brown is not blamed for having 
rushed the resolution through the Council, 
and it is sald he did not know the petition 
was being circulated till it was presented to 
him. Many of the Bissell street residents 
are people who have been connected with 
city politics at one time and another, and it 
is said their names are thickest on the peti- 
tion. Among the people living on the street, 
which is but seven blocks long, are Paul H. 
Kelly, ex-Alderman Charles W. Probst, J. T. 
Breckbill, W. H. Scott, formerly of the Po- 
lice department, and John Swenie, brother of 
Fire Chief Swenie. The Garden City Cy- 
cling club has a home on the street, and its 
members are said to be unanimously in favor 
of Dewey’s name.

Much speculation exists, especially among

with the number and monogram of her reg- 
iment. These she wore fastened to the 
shoulders of her décolleté gowns, as well as 
high dresses, at all state or military func- 
tions in which she took part while in her 
brother’s capital. 


The good-looking and supremely elegant 
young Grandduchess of Hesse, her equally 
comely aunt, Princess Charlotte of Saxe- 


the German wife of the English Duke of 
Connaught, each of them has led her 
respective regiment past the Kaiser and his 
royal guests, riding at the head of her men 


Silver sash of a Colonel of the corps, the 
Skirt of the riding habit being of dark blue 
cloth. As they are all three of them women 
of exceedingly graceful figure they presented 
an exceedingly dashy and smart appearance. 

Empress Frederick, who has-inherited her 
mother’s tendency to embonpoint, and whom 
nher greatest admirers cannot describe as 
£00d-looking, was less fortunate in the ap- 
pearance which she presented, when, after 
being created Colonel of the Second Regi- 
ment of Hussars, she showed herself at re- 
Vlews, and likewise rode at the head of her 
regiment through the streets of Berlin, ar- 
rayed in the fur busby, the braided tunic, 
the fur-lined attila, or loose hanging jacket 
of a Hussar Colonel, and even the gold-em- 
proidered boots and scarlet tights peculiar 
to the regiment, beneath the blue riding skirt. 


Of course, it is out of the question to ex- 
pect Queen Victoria to follow the example of 
her eldest daughter nowadays. For the of- 
ficers of the crack Prussian dragoon regi- 
ment, which bears her name, and of which 
she is Colonel, wear light blue tunics of the 
riefest description, as well as nether gar- 
ments of extraordinary tightness, and it is 
difficult to picture to oneself the aged and 
venerable British sovereign thus arrayed. 
It is on record, however, that when in her 
younger days she reviewed the British troops 
leaving for the Crimean war, she appeared 
at Aldershot wearing to a black cloth riding 
Skirt the scarlet and gold embroidered tunic, 
sash, and gold epaulettes of a British Gen- 
eral, the usual three-cornered chapeau of an 


sort of Rembrandt hat with a long and mag- 
nificent ostrich plume. When, however, 
Emperor William was last in England the 
Queen by way of a compliment to him wore 
the shoulder straps of her Prussian reg!- 
ment fastened to her dinner dress. 

The late Empress Augusta of Germany, 
that is to say, the grandmother of the pres- 
ent Kaiser, had a fashion peculiarly her own 
of indicating her rank as Colonel of the in- 
fantry regiment bearing her name. Thus with 
her street and morning dresses she would 
wear the gold embroidered collar, as well as 
the scarlet facings and sleeves, likewise the 
blue cloth shoulder straps with the mono- 
gram and number of the regiment in gold 
embroidered thereon. 


The present Empress of Germany when- 
ever she accompanies her husband to re- 
views wears with her white riding skirt the 
beautiful white and silver embroidered tunto 
of the culrassier regiment, of which she is 
the Colonel. Being a large woman, of rather 
portly build, she seems well qualified for the 


cavalry. 
There was a considerable difference be- 


tween her husband and herself about her 
headgear, as the Empress absolutely de- 
clined to comply with her husband’s demand 
that she should wear the steel helmet of the 
regiment, realizing that she would present 
a ridiculous appearance therein. Finally 
she carried her way, and adopted the three- 


the regiment in question during the time of 
Frederick the Great, and which constitutes 
a rather picturesque complement to her uni- 
form. 

Although the Queen of Greece is a Rus- 
sian Admiral I have never yet heard of her 
wearing any naval uniform, and, while the 
various Princesses of the reigning house of 
Russia are each of them commanders of a 
regiment, yet they have never until now 
gone beyond wearing dresses and ribbons 
representing the colors of their respective 
regiments.
